more than 2,000,000 people. 
“These people have certain classes 
of goods, food, clothing, fuel and var­ 
ious kinds of equipment.

amount of trade m ust therefore go 
on each year. 
"Two factors affect the volum e of 
this trade. 
In the first, place there 
Is a difference from year to year in 
the actual buying power of the peo­ 
ple. 
In 
the second place there are 
psychological 
changes.

notable for the tendency of the peo­ 
ple to buy. 
Another era is notable 
for the refusal to buy. 
“At the present tim e both these fac­ 
tors are operative and som e people 
say that the second is the more in­ 
fluential of the- two.
